By The Associated Press 
Asian flu—or somethmg very 
similar—is sweeping the eastern 
half of the nation, causing wide­ 
spread absenteeism among stu­ 
dents and teachers, forcing some 
schools to close and resulting in 
at lea.st 20 deaths. 
The Carolinas 
appear to be 
hardest hit. 
North Carolina has been de­ 
clared an epidemic area with flu 
outbreaks in about 20 counties and 
at lea.st two deaths reported from 
the Asian variety. Three others 
died of “flu-like” ailments. 
In South Carolina, three coun­ 
ties have had serious flu prob­ 
lems. Hospitals are overflowing 
with patients in Columbia and 
Walterboro. 
More tha a dozen 
flu deaths have been reported in 
the state. 
Health 
officials 
said 
the flu 
probably is the Asian strain in 
South Carolina, although it is not 
officially diagnosed as such. It has 
been confirmed as the .\sian type 
in North Carolina. 
Schools in Trigg (’ounty, Ky., 
closed indefinitely becau.se 20 per 
cejit of 2,000 pupils were ill. At 
nearby Hopkinsville, Ky., the hos­ 
pital said it is tending the great­ 
est number of patients in its 49- 
vear historv.

teachers were absent from Louis­ 
ville, Ky., schools Monday. 


School 
absenteeism also was 
running high in Maryland’s coa.st-i 
al area (about twice as much as 
normal), in Cincinnati (thousands 
out), in St. I/x iis (about 10 per 
cent of the school population) and 
in Norwich, Conn. (nearly 50 per 
cent).

Veteraas 
Admimstration hospital reported 
that more than 100 patients have 
a type of influenza symptomatic 
of the .Asian variety. 
Seventy Navy recruits al the 
(ireat Lakes Trammg Center in 
Illinois are under treatment for 
Asian flu. In the past three weeks, 
the disease has struck 27 0 of the 
8,000 recruits there. 
In Washington two elderly per­ 
sons are dead of the di.sease, but 
health officials said A.sian flu cas­ 


es there are not in epidemic pro­ 
portions. 


In adjacent Virginia, however, 
there were 1,87 6 flu-type cases— 
not necessarily Asian—at the last 
count, and 9,500 such cases last 
week. Virginia health officials also 
reported an mcreased number of 
deaths around the state cau.sed by 
flu-tiTX» and respiratory diseases. 


Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Louis 
health director, said many people 
in his city heeded flu warnings 
and t(M)k inoculations which will! 
le.ssen the disease’s effect.

The Public Health Service in 
Wa.shington tcKik a sampling of 
108 cities and said pneumonia-in -1 
fluenza deaths have been above! 
the epidemic threshold for four; 
weeks. 


Especially vulnerable to flu, the' 
service said, are the elderly, the' 
chronically ill and pregnant wom-j 
en. The flu weakens them and, | 
in many instances, makes them 
susceptible to pneumonia.

The service said Asian flu hasi 
been confirmt'd in Maryland, Kan-| 
sas, Illinois, North Carolina and 
the Distiict of Columbia. It has 
not been confirmed but is suspect­ 
ed strongly in Vermont. Maine, 
Delaware, Virginia, South Caroli­ 
na and (leorgia.

Mike Mansfield of Montana 
The outcome may depend on 
whether members vote by secret 
ballot. The administration holds a 
nominal 8-7 margin over seven 
Southern conservatives who could 
be ex pected to resist the place­ 
ment of additional liberal party 
memlw'rs on a committee previ- 
nusly dominated by a consena- 
ttve Republican-Democratic coali­

T h e construction industry is 
sizing up 1963 as another record 
year, with a continued rise in 
building costs and more use of 
plastics and light metals, R ich­ 
ard V 
Beatty told the R otaiy 
Club Tuesday m the Travelers 
Hotel 


The president of Potters Lum­ 
ber Co. and two associate firms 
said construction of public build­ 
ings and highways will lx> on the 
upswing locally in 1963, and the 
industry as a whole sees more 
business than in 1962. 


Construction of new housing lo­ 
cally will probably be "down” in 
a general trend away from sin- 
glc-fannly dwellings, as the elder­ 
ly seek apartments and a relief 
from such household chores as 
lawn mowing a n d maintenance, 
Beatty said. 


He mentioned these projects as 
adding fo the expected rise in 
construction of public buildings 
and highways locally: 


Station A Post Office in East 
End, Oakland F r e e Methodist 
Church, Nurses H o m e at City 
H o s p i t a l , improvement of St. 
Clair Ave. from Princeton St. to 
the city limits, work on the sec­ 
ond stage of the Lake Erie-Ohio 
R iver freeway, and a new com­ 
mercial building to be constructed 
by Jack Shaw, local jeweler, at 
the site of the former Peoples 
Drugstore. 
Beatty said the cost of building 
in 1983 will continue to rise 3 to 
5 per cent. 
A veteran of almost 30 years 
in the building business, Beatty 
displayed 
pictures 
of 
projects 
completed by his company from 
1912 through' 1962. 
Some of the larger j o b s in­ 
cluded the Trinity United Pres­ 
byterian ( C h u r c h , Osteopathic 
Hospital, National Church Supply 
Co.. First National Auto Bank, 
Sterling China Co. office, Beaver 
Ijocal High School and Westgatc 
Junior High School, and a num-, 
ber of residences. 
' 
Industrial constniction has been 
dowTi locally, because of the lag­ 
ging economy here, but his firm’s 
projects have also included ad- 
dibons at Globe Brick Co., Hall 
Chma Co., th e Knowles China 
Co , louthan Manufactunng Co., 
and Sterling. Beatty pointed out. 
Although Potters Constniction 
Co 
a n d Its affiliates generally 
contract local projects, “ we do 
g'> a f i e l d sometimes,” Beatty 
aid 
adding his firm built post 
offices m seven other states tie- 


sides O h i o , including Boulder 
Colo., Booneville, Mo., and Law 
ton, Okla. 
Potters Construction Co. w a ^ 
acquired in 1912 f r o m R ober 
Hall Lumber Co., and the busi 
ness was separated in 1955 intc 
three branche.s—Potters Construe ' 
tion Co.. Builders Wholesale Corp. 
and Potters Lumbi'r Co., Beatty 
explained. 
In 
1956, 
operations 
were moved from 518 Broadway 
to St. Clair Plaza in Calcutta. 
Beatty also displayed examples 
of trends in building design, both 
residential and commercial. 
He pointed out there is a defin­ 
ite trend in dwellings to large 
glass areas, a mixture of mason­ 
ry and plywood, emphasi/ing out­ 
door living. 
Meanwhile, 
commercial 
an d 
public building designers are turn­ 
ing to aluminum window walls 
with colored porcelain, enamel 
panels, precast concrete, and geo­ 
metric patterned roofs, he said. 
Explaining a financial paradox 
of the industry, Beatty said Dun 
& Bradstreet reported over 18 per 
cent of U. S. contractors went 
bankrupt in 1961, and 2,703 busi­ 
nesses failed last year. 
"Why so many failures?” He 
explained that "it’s easy to get 
into the construction business if 
a carpenter or bricklayer; 
it’s 
easy to get loans at financial in­ 
stitutions if of good character, 
and ea-sy to get a construction 
Ixmd. 
"But banks and bonding agen­ 
cies are learning that a good me­ 
chanic is not always a good su­ 
pervisor and good businessman,” 
he added. 
Becau.se of the many financial 
disasters m the 
industry, 
pre­ 
qualification of contractors be^re 
bidding IS now required in Ohio 
on all highway projects, and by 
some federal agencies and many 
private companies, he said. 
Negotiation of contracts is al­ 
so becoming an integral part of 
the industry in a general trend 
to avoid headaches and embar­ 
rassment involved in doing busi­ 
ness with inexperienced contract­ 
ors, he said 
Beatty termed "a vicmu.s prop<^>- 
sition” the "fly - by - night” con­ 
tractors who fleece unwary' home- 
owTiers by misrepresentation in 
such fields as siding, roofing and 
furnace jobs.
